MONTPELIER — Pledging to uphold the principles and 
philosophies of the Liberty Union, Doris Lake of Brattleboro 
Monday became the third party's candidate for the U S. House. 

Miss Lake replaces the party's former nominee, Dennis 
Morrisseau of Burlington, who resigned from the LU last week 
In an effort to enhance his chances for the Democratic 
nomination In today's primary, 

"lam running because people have asked me to run," she 
told reporters at a Monday news conference. "Voters have 
asked me to run because, they have said, there is no other 
candidate they ran vote for.” 

She was nominated at a meeting of the LU executive 
committee over the weekend, but her candidacy was not made 
public until Monday. 

Miss Lake is the wife of Peter Diamondstone, who last year 
was the LU nominee for state attorney general. She said the has 
assumed her maiden name for the campaign largely to establish 
her own political Identity, separate from that of her husband. 

"This is my political trip," the commented. 

Regarding Morritseau's abrupt departure from the party, she 
said “It is unfortunate the Liberty Union didn't have a 
candidate to become known in the primary,” but indicated she 
had no hard feelings. 

However, she did suggest she has a different view concerning 
the Liberty Union than does Morrisseau. In response to one of 
Morrisseau's charges, she said from the fact that the is running 
on the ticket "It's obvious I don't feel it (the party) it a debating 

society." 

At the same time, she said her own and the party's principles 
will be foremost in her campaign, and will take precedence 
over the expediencies of getting elected. 

She said she does not plan to attack the politics of the 
Democratic and Republican candidates in the race. "I’m just 
giving the people who find the other candidates unacceptable a 
chance to vote for me," she said. 

The campaign, she said, will be run with very little money. 
She said that while donations would be appreciated, she is 
avoiding getting into a position of dependence on large 
campaign contributors. "It's been done," she uid. “After 
Peter’s campaign, we went on welfare for awhile. I don't find 
that intimidating," 

Her remarks were echoed by party charirman Stephen 
Kaplan, who said, "We need money, but we can run a campaign 
on very little money — that seems to be more the Vermont way 
than what we've seen so far." 

Miss Lake, 34, Is the mother of four children. 

In announcing her nomination, Kaplan said, "We feel she 
best reflects the Ideals of the Liberty Union party.” In addition, 
he said, “We feel it is very important for both men and women 
to ran for political office.” 

The Liberty Union's candidate for U.S. Senate is Bernard 
Sanders of Burlington.
